SUBJECT: SANKEI TELEPHONE POLL ON FRENCH-PRC NUCLEAR TESTS 

SUMMARY: JUNE 21 SANKEI PUBLISHED RESULTS OF TELEPHONE POLL 
CONDUCTED JUNE 19 WITH 870 TOKYO-OSAKA RESPONDENTS. A LARGE 
MAJORITY 80 PERCENT CRITICALOF FRENCH TEST EXPRESSING EITHER 
ABSOLUTELY UNPARDONABLE (51 PERCENT) OR REGRETTABLE (29 PERCENT). 
PRC TEST DREW SIMILAR OPPOSITION WITH ABSOLUTELY UNPARDONABLE 
(52 PERCENT) AND REGRETTABLE (28 PERCENT). A SINGLE MAJORITY 72 
PERCENT HELD VIEW THAT US AND SOVIET UNDERGOUND TESTS SHOULD 
TOTALLY BE STOPPED RATHER THAN SETTING LIMIT TO THEIR SCOPE. 

ASKED WHETHER WE SHOULD DRAW DISTINCTION BETWEEN NUCLEAR TESTS 
BY FREE NATIONS AND THOSE OF SOCIALIST STATES 75 PERCENT SAID 
THAT THERE IS NO NEED TO DRAW ANY DISTINCTION. 34 PERCENT FELT 
"UNEASY" THAT JAPAN HAS NO NUCLEAR WEAPONS OF ITS OWN, WHILE 
63 PERCENT FELT NO SUCH ANXIETY. A MAJORITY 72 PERCENT HELD 
THAT NUCLEAR POWERS WILL FURTHER INCREQSE IN A FEW YEARS.
